NEWS BRIEFS 


Fire losses in State-protected forest, 
grain and grazing areas total $1,030,- 
000 for this year, State Forester M. 
B. Pratt announced a few days ago. 
Considering a total of 1,261 fires, 
Pratt said the greatest damage has 
resulted in grain lands. The total 
grain field loss has been $578,057.25. 
Timber damage, thus far, has been 
held down to $32,086.76. 

Hearings on the 1929-31 budget will 
commence on October 1, according to 
the announcement of A. R. Heron, 
director of the State Department of 
Finance. Preliminary estimates indi- 
cate that the total amount recom- 
mended for State expenses will be 
slightly higher than during the cur- 
rent blennium, Heron sald. i 


Industrial employment was 2 per cent 
greater in August than in the same 
month last year. Total payrolls show- 
ed a 6.8 per cent increase and aver- 
age weekly earnings were 4.7 per cent 
larger. Thousands of non-reporting 
outdoor workers continue to be em- 
ployed in harvesting large crops and 
in getting them ready for market, ao- 
cording to the Wells Fargo Bank & 
Union Trust company of San Fran- 
cisco. 


Save California beaches—preserve 
California's redwoods. With this plea 
for the $6,000,000 park bonds which 
will come up for public approval in 
the November election, Senator Ar- 
thur H. Breed last week predicted 
victory for the State Park Bonds Act.

AMBASSADOR BRIDGE 
LARGEST IN WORLD 


Huge Detroit-Canadian Span 
to Cast 20 Millions. 


Detroit,.The Ambassador bridge, 
spanning the’ Detroit river between 
Detroit and the border cities of Can- 
ada, will be the largest suspension 
bridge in the .werld when it is com 
Pleted next year at a cost of $20,000, 
000... The first physical contact be- 
tween the two shores was celebrated 
with elaborate ceremonies recently 
when the two-nille bridge first reached 
Canadian guil, ' 

The first spanning of the Detroit 
river was by means of a steel cable 
1% inches in: diameter which was 
strung over the path to be taken by 
one of the two main supporting cables 
of the permunent bridge structure. 
The cable was litted from the bed of 
the river, where it was placed a few 
days before, to the top of the two 
huge towers which ‘will cary the bur- 
den of: the finished international 
bridge. 

Ninetéen Inch Cables. 

From. this. ateel cable wil be hung 
the working platforms from which the 
workmen willconstruct the 7,622 par- 
allel and closely compacted steel wires 
which will form one of: the two main 
bridge cables,..The same operation 
will be followed in the construction of 
the other main 19 inch cable. 

Because of the size and importance 
of the Ambassador bridge, dignitaries 
from both. the border cities of On- 
tario and Detroit were present at the 
ceremonies. The mayors of Detroit 
and the Ontario border citles of Wind- 
sor, Sandwich, Ford, Riverside, La 
Salle, Tecumseh, and Walkerville offi- 
ciated in the elaborate program. A 
Squadron of airplanes dropped bril- 
Nantly lighted colored balloons on the 
river and along the shores. 

The muyor of Detroit gave the er- 
der for the getting off of an aerial 
bomb, the signal for the raising of the 
cable from the river bed, while the 
mayor of Sandwich, Ont., gave a sim- 
ilar signal of the Canadian shore. As 
the cable was raised info position on 
the towers rising 363 feet above the 
river, the flags of the United States 
and Canada appeared from the steel 
Tope and from the tops of the towers, 

When completed the Ambassador 
bridge wifl be approximately 7,400 feet 
in length. Adjoining the ends of the 
bridge structure proper will be two 
terminals, each roughly equivalent to’ 
a large city block in area. The main 
span between the towers will be 1,850 
feet in iengih, or i00 feet ionger than 
the Philadelphia-Camden bridge, which” 
is. at present the Jongest suspension 
bridge in the world. The bridge un- 
der construction over the Hudson river 
between upper Manhattan and the 
Palisades on the Jersey shore will 
dwarf them all when it has been com- 
pleted. é 

The bridge will carry an uanob- 
structed roadway 47 feet wide, with a 
capacity of five lanes of traffic, and an 
8-foot sidewalk. The number of lanes 
of traffic used in any one direction 
may be varied to suit traffic condi 
tions. : 

Plenty of Clearance. 

Maj. Gen. Edgar Jadwin, chief. of 
engineers, United States War depart- 
ment, ordered the clearance over high 
water in the river to be 135 feet near 
the shore and 152 feet for a short dis- 
tance near the center of the span. This 
allows the passage of vessels with 
stacks, masts, or funnels 20 feet higher 
than any plying on the lakes and. av 
feet higher than any present freight- 
ers, The approach grades are entirely 
acceptable for the best . highway 
practice. 

An idea of the magnitude of the 
bridge may be gained from the fol- 
lowing statement of approximate quan- 
titles. of different kinds of. materials 
entering Into its construction:

Sea’s Salt Plant Yields 


Six Billion Tons a Year 
Leningrad, U. 8S. S. R.—Six billion 
tons of the commercially useful chem- 
fecal, Glauher’s salt, is made available 
éach year by a natural evaporation 
plant on the eastern shore of the Caa- 
pian sea, ; : 

This outdoor chemical factory, built 

by the sea and operated by the sun, 
ig the shallow, narrow-thouthed Gulf 
of Kara-Bougaz. 
. Through its connecting _ strait, 
which is only about 800 feet wide, the 
heavily salted waters of the Caspian 
flow in a steady torrent, for the high- 
er rate of evaporation in the shallow 
guif keeps its level about a foot low- 
er than that of the main body. 

Doring the snmmer the temneratnre 
of the water is high enough to keep 
all the salts in solution, but in win- 
ter the water temperature drops to 
a few degrees above freezing, and 
according to the well-known laws of 
solution the least soluble minerals 
crystallize out first. 

In this case the Glauber’s salt fs 
the only one that comes out; the oth- 
ers, principally common salt, sodinm 
sulphate and magnesium chloride, re- 
main in solution, 

“The Glauber’s salt crystals settle 
on the bottom and are washed ashcre 
by the waves, When they dry they 
are picked up by the wind and carried 
still farther from the water. 


Navy Plane Scoops Up 
Gold in Nicaragua Mine 
Washington.—Mining gold with an 
airplane is the most bizarre of all 
tales yet to come to the Navy depart- 
ment here from the marines in Nica- 
ragua. Captain Howard, marine corps 
pilot, made a forced landing with an 
amphibian plane—so goes the -story— 
in the jungle area near the La Puz 
mine and his pontoon scooped up 

earth heavily laden with gold. 
Corporal Cole, observer aboard the 
plane, panned out $100 worth of yel- 
low metal with ease, says the Ma- 
nagua report. The marooned aviators 
were rescued by other planes the fol- 
lowing day and were returned safély

FIND SOUND WAVES 
THAT DEAL DEATH 


California Scientists Con. 
duct Successful Tests. 


Berkeley, 
sound weves! 

An experiment .in this strange new 
field hus been successfully carried out 
by three University’ of California 
scientists. « 

They déinonstrated that. high-fre- 
quency sound waves, emanating from 
a erystal vibrating at the rute of 
750,000 times a second, will kill large | 
protozoa. 

So terrific and so instantaneous 
was the effect of the lethal sound 
w..ves, that the gill filaments of the 
protozoa were torn from thelr bodies. 

Strange fields of conjecture for 
scientists of the future bave thus 
been opened. 

Tell of Work. 

A. R. Olson, associate professor in 
the departinent of chemistry, one of 
the experimenters, pointed out that 
previous xperiments bad been con- 
ducted In this same field; that he and 
his associvtes, F.O. Schmitt, research 
assistant, and ©. A. Johnson, teach- 
ing fellow, have merely carried on the 
work to a higher degree of perfec- 
tion, 

Bencficial rather than destructive 
results arc more the goal of the local 
scientists. Bloodless surgery has 
been accomplished by the same meth- 
ods used to kil: the microscopic or- 
ganisms. 

In carrying out the experiment, 
which was begun two years ago, they 
found it necessary to invent and to 
build much of their own apparatus. 
They perfected glass needles to carry 
the sound vibrations, the points of 
which were so fine as to be almost 
invisible. 

This delicate instrument was neces- 
sary because all the experiments 
must needs be carried out under 
powerful microscopes. They were ex- 
ploring in a world unknown to the 
oaked eye. 

First a drop containing the protozoa 
was placed ov a microscopic siide and 
a glass cover laid over it. The slide 
was then laid over an oscillator dish. 

Sensitive Needle. 

The oscillator dish contained a. 
crystal which was caused to vibrate 
by the passage of an electrical cur- 
rent through the liquid in which it 
was immersed. 

In conducting the experiment with 
planarian worms, the glass needle 
was used, The large end of the 
needle was placed in the oscillator 
dish, and the point of the needle di- 
rected against the worm. ’ 

So delicate was this operation that 

the scientists used an extremely sensi- 
tive instrument, the micromanipula- 
tor, witn which to guide the needle. 
_ They discovered that 
needle point was placed agaifst the 
worm, even though lightly, the vibrat- 
ing point instantly burned the worm. 
If the shank of the vibrating puint 
was placed across the worm, the body 
would be severed. : 

Other men have worked on this 
phenomenon of the effect of high fre- 
quency sound waves, it was ex- 
plained, but none have developed the 
technique to such a high point. With 
the glass needle as perfected on the 
Berkeley campus it is possible to ob- 
serve the effect of sound waves not 
only on each tiny cell, but even on 
parts of the cell.

SEASONABLE DISHES 

As our seasons are so variable it is 
hard to determine when spmmer ends 
and. fall begins. We 
usually have as un- 
comfortably hot 
days late in the 
season as any time 
during the summer, 
It Is not wise to re- 
tire all the summer 
dishes, for they may 
be much needed dur- 
This year cu- 
cumbers seem to be especially good 
and abundant. Try putting up some 
in this simple way: 

Cucumber and Celery Pickies.—F'll 
quart or two-quart glass jars with 
small sized cucumbers or if large cut 
them lengthwise into finger-sized 
Pieces, arrange five to six stalks of 
celery and one or two small onions 
in each jar; when well filled with the 
vegetables fill with the boiling hot 
vinegar, using one quart of vinegar 
(if very acid dilute with water), one 
cupful of sugar and one-half cupful of 
salt. Seal the cans and put awny for 
use in a week or two. Onions as well 
as cucumbers may‘ be sliced, if too 
large to serve. 

Here is a simple mustard pickle 
which is especially good for those 
who can add the cuccumbers daily to 
the pickle, Use one gallon of vinegar, 
one-half cupful of mustard, one cupful 
of salt, two cupfals of brown sugar. 
Mix cold and put into a large Jar. add- 
ing a quart or two. of small. cucumbers 
as they grow. Cover with horseradish 
leaves aiid sei away. 

French Potato Salad.—Cut a large 
onion into slices and put to cook in a 
saucepan with two to three tablespoon- 
fuls of butter. Cook until very soft.

One of the problems of autumn ts 
the selection of a wardrobe for the 
juniors. Clothes. must be provided for 
them for school, for holidays and for 
home occasions. The principal choice, 
notes a fashion writer in the New 
York. Times, seems to lie between 
one piece ard two-piece costumes, both 
of which are proper for girls between 
the ages of six and sixteen, depend- 
ing upon their size and type. General- 
ly speaking, the two-piece is selected 
for school; the one-piece for home and 
the most formal wear; but there is a 
variety of exceptions. 

Although the skirt for the autumn 
is less. abbreviated than that in the 
summer style, it is still very short, 
and whatever ornamentation it has tg 
grouped .on the upper part, the skirt 
being for the most part left plain.
